Of The 1x3 Callsigns, only 6% belong to Extras, with 35% for Advanced, and 59%

As for 2x3s, a mere 2% belong to Extras and 18% to Advanced, while 51% are General/ 
Technician and 29% Novicese 


2x2s, At the Study Time for areas outside the continental U.S. were 45% Extras, 37%
